In 2012, when Rosita Park was renovated, the natural turf was not included in the
plans. The park hardscape, including the playground and tennis courts, were what was included in
the renovation plans. With the natural grass turf being old and worn, the irrigation is aged as well
and needs proper configuration, control system, and possibly a pump to increase the field coverage,

currently in place.

With the anticipated opening of the new Hillview Community Center, the installation of a
naturescape play structure should be included in the surrounding open space of the facility.
